Sanitary report from Yokohama. 

Yokohama, Japan, September 12, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report of 
infectious disease in Japan for period of August 17 to September 11, 
inclusive. 

It will be observed that a few cases of cholera are returned from 
Tokyo and from Kanagawa Ken. Of those occurring in the latter dis- 
trict but one was in Yokohama, and is still under treatment. Granting 
that these cases are genuine, there is, I think, but little reason to antici- 
pate an epidemic so late in the year. 

Dysentery is not only increasingly prevalent, but, as will be seen, the 
death rate therefrom has greatly increased also.
